We have waited with some curiosity to see what 
would be the practical result of the fiery mani- 
festo issued by the Romish Prelates from the 
precincts of St. Kevin's Chapel. Although we did 
not anticipate all the horrors which followed the 
Pope's interdict in the reign of Kinz John---for 
the spirit of the laity is different now---yet we 
expected a general break-up of the model agri- 
cultural and primary schools throughout the country. 
We thought there would no longer be Roman Ca- 
tholic Commissioners, Roman Catholic Inspectors, 
Roman Catholic teachers or pup ls. All the life, 
activity, and progress made in National Educa- 
tion, such as it 1s, were to be silenced, and Ire- 
land was to reproduce the leaden apathy and 
medizval ignorance such as people the States of 
the Church with lazzaroni, or banditti. Seven- 
and-twenty Prelates, uniting for one tremendous 
fulmination, led us to apprehend something awful. 
Their thunders, however, like those of Salmoneus, 
were but brazen after all. — The épectral arm, 
stretched forth to deaden, has falleit powerless 
and paralysed. The schools are still in full ac- 
tivity; not a Commissioner, Inspéctor, or teacher 
has resigned his post, and the manifesto of the twenty- 
seven Prelates has vanished in smoke--nothing more, 
But, because the Church Education Society opposed 
the System of National Education, and the twenty- 
seven Prelates suddenly found they had been taking 
£200,000 to teach their flocks something, and 
Opposed the National System, hoping to obtain the 
same sum for teaching nothing, it was said that the 
causes of the Church Education Society, and that of 
the twenty-seven, were the same. There never 
was a greater mistake, and never was a calumny 
so industriousiy spread. The twenty-seven de- 
manded from the State 4 sum proportionate to the 
numbers and condition of the Roman Catholics. They 
demanded that they alone should have the nomina- 
tion of the teachers, the selection of thé books, the 


dismissal of the masters. It was nothing more or 
less than a bold stroke to procure £200,000 a year 
to enable them to crush the youthful intellect of 
Freland, to limit the degree of secular instruction to 
be given, and to establish a most tyrannical despot- 
ism over parents, teachers, ahd pupils. The State 
was to have nothing whatever to do but pay the 
money. Any examination into the system 
was indignantly scou'éd. A more audacious 
demand was never yet made upon any Government, 
much less upon any Protestant one, and yet fo this 
day there are some who think that the clergy of the 
Established Church of Ireland joined with the Ultra- 
montanes in making a similar demand. 


The Established clergy asked for assistance towards 
the salaries of teachers; they wished for aid to meet 
the cost of books and school requisites; but, above all, 
they asked and claimed “inspection” by Govern- 
merit officials. The right of inspection vested in the 
State would secure at once an orderly and regu- 
lar system of instruction in all the seeular learning 
thie State required. It would secúré the morality, 
efficiency, and loyalty of the masters. No society or 
body of mien corinected with the Established Church 
would for 4 moment retain a master whose conduct 
as reported to them as wanting in any oné of these 
ree points. In fact, the right of inspection gives 
the Govertimetit á veto upon every master, and a veto 
upon the stan of secular instruction, Nor did 
thé clergy of the Establithment ask for 4 vast suin to 
be left at their own disposal. Théy requested merely 
a grant in aid of their ©wa contributions, for certain 
definite purposes approved of by the State. Could 
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all their pupils; at- 


ciety, at the present moment, has upwards of 15,000 
Roman Catholic children under its care. In fact, 
the Church schools are the only mixed schools in the 
kingdém, atid, af such; are the only Schools Iegiti- 
matefy entitled fo assistance from the State. 

There is not an honest man in the kingdom who 
would not desire that this Educational question should 
be settled upon fair arid equitable termis. The ex- 


show that nó settlement but a surrender of the intel- 
jectual liberty of Ireland will satisfy them. To con- 
cede their demands wóúld be the Sevérest tlow ever 
dealt by any State upon the freedom and progress of | 
the Roman Catholic laity. No Protestant State 


Roman Catholics to twenty-seven agents of Antonelli, 
But is this a reason why the State should not concede 
to the clergy of its own Church a boon which is urged 
both by policy ang justice? Is the impracticability of 
one party to crush down the moderation of the other, 
and, because we cannot satisfy the exorbitant cravings 
of the Romish Church, are we to ignore the patience, 
the principle, and the loyalty of the Established 


clergy ? 
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The Times on the evil effects of Trades’ Unions :--- 


Whatever may be the issue of the present Strike, we 
dó most sincerely trust that it may dttract the attention 
of the public to the general proceedings of es’ 
Unions. It is but a short time, comparatively speak- 
ing, since the organisation and action of these bodies 
became legalised by statuté; Whereas they have now as- 
sumed such extraordinary authority, and have carried 
their interference to such unexpected iengths. that it is 
high time the subject should be impartially scrutinisedin 
the interests of society at large. é are not founding 
our observations either dircetly or exclusively on the 
quarrel now pending, nor do we, as we have alrea'ly 
shown, consider that the cause of thé l#bouring classes 
is less important than that of theclass by which their 
labour is employed. We are looking at the question 
from broad public ground, as it affects one class 
with another, and not the least that of the operatives 
themselves. 

The organisation of these societies has become infi- 
nitely more extensive than could have been thought 
probable. Railways, penny postdge, telegfaplis, and 
excufsidn trains have prodigiously miultiplied the means 
of intercdursé and cdncert, till dt length we find, not 
only that the sanictfades are in union over many dis- 
triets, but that other unions of other trades can be 
brought inté prampt combination with them when oc- 
casion invites. The principles, too, on which the socie- 
ties proceed in framing their regulations a taken a 
remarkable turn. It was perfectly natural tliat they 
should endeavour to maintain or enhance the value of 
labour generally ; that, indeed. may be considered the 
ordinary function of a Trades’ Union, as distinguished 
from a mere Benefit Suciety. It was also natural, though 
not very allowable, that they should attempt to make 
their own trades as select as possible by limiting the 
number of apprenticés, and adopting other well-known 
expedients for that purpose. That has been the prac- 
tice of Guilds of Trade in all ages, and we saw it strik- 
ingly developed some seven yeirs ago in the case of the 
amilgamated engineet's. But-these doctrines touch 
only the relations df men with masters, whereas there 
are others which have acquired extraordinary promii- 
nence, and which bear directly on the relations of the 
men with each other. The one grext cbject of Trades’ 
Unions is tó secure work for the greatest possible num- 
ber of their members---ah object in some respects laud- 
able enotigh, but which is pursued so arbi'rarily as toin- 
flict immense injury upon the trade itself. In order 
to provide that every member may have some work, 
they ordain that no member shall have too much. They 
look at employment as a species of common fund on 
which ho individual workman has a right, beyond a 
certain point, to encroach. Accordingly they forbid 
“ piece-work ”---a species of contract by which a su- 
perior artisan might earn extra wages ; but as, in 
earning these eXtra Wages, he would be taking 
more than his share of employment the practice is de- 
nounced.. On the same principle they forbid “over- 
time.” An industrioug man with a large family, or an 
honest ambition to rise in the world, might be well able 
and wiiling to work an hour or two above his 
regular time, and so carry off a little more 
pay; but the Unions hold that all a man's 
work beyond his regular work belongs properly 
to somebody else, and that he has therefore no right to 
take it. Still more preposterously is this principle car- 
ried out in details, until at last we actually find recog- 
nised usages limiting the amount of strength which a 
workman, when engaged in his duties, may put forth. 

Out readers Will distern at orice that such a doctrineas 
this must operate greatly to the prejudice of all workmen 
with spirit, strength, ability, or enterprise in any degree 
abovethecommon. Never was a system more effectually 
devised for reducing to adead level of mediocrity ,or worse, 
all those qualities which in every calling of life we do our 
test tvenc urage. Excellence is made penal. No man 
is permitted to rise above his fellows, and the clever, 
ingenious, and thrifty workman finds hiinself shackled 
at every turn for the simple purpose of protecting the 
bungler, the drunkard, or the sloven. A man is reck- 
oned and ticketed as one of a community every member of 
which must he held equal,and must receive equal wages. 
There are skilled workmen, and there are labourers, but 
bevond these two divisions no difference is to be recog- 
nised. One skilled workman represe:its precisely the 
«quivalent of another skilled workman, and one labourer 
is entitled to exactly the same pay a8 another labourer. 
These aré the effects which Trades’ Unions are produc- 
ing on trade. 

They commence action on the assumption that every | 
workman in a particular trade ought to belong to the 
Union of that trade. In many cases Unionists are or- 
dered not to work in company with non- Unionists, and 
other practices are adopted for the express purpose of 
driving men into the Union. These proceedings may 
be veiled under the disguise of “ moral suasion,” but it 
is pretty evident what character they really assume. 
Workmen refusing. to conform to Unionist rules are 
“ blacked,” or put under a species of interdict almost 
tantaniount to a deprivation. of subsistence. By this 
system not only is a Trades’ Union transformed from a 
voluntary and harmless association into a tyran- 
nical and dictatorial club, but its operation in 
the particulars we have described above becomes worse 
than before. The more the Unions can dictate to the 
trade, the greater, of course, become their numbers, and 


| with their numbers increases the temptation to proclaim 


levelling doctrines, and the power to put those doctrines 
into force. If they have so many hundreds ot members, 
they are so much the more likely to heve slack hands 
among thém, and so much the moré inducement to de- 
mand that these hands also shall be provided with work 
by the master instead ot coming upon the society's funds. 
We do not believe that a single instance can be cited in 
which the action of these Unions has been productive of 
any good to society, or even to theirown members, though 
in numberless cases it has produced undeniable mischief.

His aint was, and is, while 
retaining his original: character of the friend and 
liberator of Italy, to prevent the formation of a 
powerful kingdom that wuu'd bein itself a guarantee 
of Italian independence. Relying on the past history 
of the Duchies, he fancied this might be easily 
accomplished, and tightly gave his word at Villa- 
franca that their wishes should not be opposed 
by force. He had little doubt at the time that 
a victorious Emperor could easily carry out his views 
in these small States by a Itttle moral pressure. The 
bine united, and dignified action of the Duchics 

ppointed these expectations, and has hitherto com- 
pletely baffled the Eniperof’s designs. ‘These States 
must not, however, suppose their difficulties «re at an 
end, or that the French Emperor will easily resign the 
welcome prospect of retaining the chief management of 
their affairs in his own hands. They may rely of it 
that all means éXcept actual force will be tried to prevent 
their union with Piedmont. ‘I'he tone of the Paris offi- 
cial press during the last week is significant evidence of 
this. It shows but too plainly the policy which the Em- 
peror is attempting to pursue. The Zurich Confe- 
rence has confessedly failed in its tedious attempt 
to carry out the contradictory provisions of 
the Villafranca compact. It did not venture to deal with 
the question of the Duchies at all, and only indirectly 
settled the one point which might be suppo-ed by this 
time to be beyond the possibility of dispute —the transfer 
of Lombardy to Sardinia. ‘Uhe failure of the Confirence 
so far as the Imperial schemes it was designed to further 
are concerned, is attributed to the firmness of Sardinia, 
supported by the united action of the Central 
Italian States. The case of the Emperors is thus 
every day becoming more desperate, and during the 
next few weeks every kind of pressure will be ex- 
erted both on the Webshine and Sardinia to arrest 
if possible, the union they have mutually decreed, and 
which is on the eve of being consummated. These! 
efforts will inevitably fail if the Duchies are only true to” 
themselves. If they are vigilant and united, patient, yet 
firm, no weapon that is formed against them can prosper. 
But their constancy will be severely tested, not, indeed, 
by open assault, which might be easily met, but by 
crafty insinuations, hints, and suggestions, by interested: 
appeals to their pride and vanity, by indirect attempts to 
revive ancient riva'ries and disseusions, which may be 
more difficult to resist. 


The Morning Star on the Probate Duty :-- 

For a period of sixty-two year's, ftom 1797 till the present 
time, the property acquired by the rack of brain of the 
professional man and trader, andthe sweat of the brow of 
the artisan, has been taxed by a probate duty on the 
will or other instrument by which it has been disposed 
of, and taxed again by the receipt of any party claiming 
legacies under theni. ‘Ihe revenue from these sources. 
annually wrung front the industrious classes, is now, we 
believe, nearly two mil ions anda half. We have not 
the exact figures before us, but the total amount thus 
extorted from the sons of tuil since the first imposition 


of these duties probably exceeds the enurmous 
sum of one hundred millions. We do not 
complain of this per se. If a certain 


amount of revenue must be raised, the realised capital 
or property of the country certainly appears to be the 
most natural and obvious source ; and if, as those argue 
who are in favour of a tax on snecession, no time ean be 
so favourable for levying contributions to the State as 
when its last possessor dies, leaving it to be administered 
under protection of the laws, then no person or class has 
any reason to complain if the tax be equally levied. But 
what we complain of and protest against is, the entire 
exemption of the land sed its possessors from these 
imposts. If it be just arid necessary that capital 
should be taxed in this manner, how much 
more just and necessary is it that land, the most 
secure and permanent, the best protected of 
all capital, and which shotld be the primary 
subject of all taxation,» should not be exempt? 

If a Peto or a Brassey, a London merchant or a 
country banker, dies, leaving personal property to the 
amount of £100,000 or £1,000,000, his estate must pay 
a probate duty of £1,,00 or of £15,000 as the case may 
be. If a Duke of Sutherland or a Marquis of West- 
minster dies, leaving landed estates worth from 
£5,000,000 to £10,000,000 their estates pay nothing, 
absolutely nothing, to the State. Those vast possessions 
may descend to the next of kin, or be devised to 
any other member of the family, or to any stranger, 
and until a very recent period nothing in the shape 
of legacy duty was payable by the heir or succes- 
sor; whereas, in the former cases, all children 
must pay a legacy duty of 1 per cent. upon 
every shilling they receive, and every nephew 
or niece must pay 3/. pcrrcent.; every uncle oraun’ 5/. pe- 
cent. ; and every stranger in blood, 10/. per cent. Th- 
comparison in these instancés is sufficiently odious, but 
what shall we say to the innumerabie cases of small 
personal estates ? The heir of the Duke of Sutherland, 
or other great landowner, steps into his inheritance 
the moment his predecessor has breathed his last. 
without being required even to prove his will. But if 
a poor man dies, leaving £21—only twenty-one pounds 
---the savings, perhaps, of alife of penury and toil, his 
poor wilow cannot enjoy or even receive until she 
has gone through the tedious process of proving 
his will, at a cost, perhaps, of £4 or £5, in order 
that she may pay to the State a duty of 10s. What shall 
we say to the nuble or ignoble race—the men of gentle 
blood, lofty fortunes, and clevated souls, who can sit in 
their legislative seats, and thus tax the poor pittance of 
the widow and orphan towards the cost of their own 
extravagant government—towards the maintenance, 
in fact, of their own pauperised relatives and connections. 
and leave their own vast possessions entirely free? What 
can we say to them—what can we say to the pevp!e that 
shall not redound to their mutual shame and dis- 
grace, if they permit fresh wars to be engaged in, and 
tresh taxes to be imposed whilst these scandalous 
inequalities and exemptions arc permittcd to continue?

Here, unhappily, a sudden gust of wind caught the sails 
with such violence that the bow of the boat was instan- 
tuneously submerged. Jones, seeing his perilous position, 
endeavoured to shift the sails, but was unab!e to do 80, 
in consequence of the ropes having been made fast to the 
seats. The two young Sikes’s, being excellent swimmers. 
at once jumped overboar:!, and had scarcely left the boat 
when she went down head foremost, dragging Jones 
and the three others along with her. 

After much difficulty Mr. Sikes’ sons succeeded in 
reaching the shore, and were drawn out of the mud by 
means of ropes thrown to them by some fishermen, who 
fortunately espied their danger from the bank. Poor 
Doolin, the youngest of the party, who was but 
a short distance behind, sank within a few yards of the 
shore, having become entangled in the buirushes. The 
other three appear to have made but little effort to save 
their lives ; nothing appears to have been seen of them 
after the boat went down. None of the bodies have as 
yet been discovered. 

Jones, who was o7e of the stéddiest and best, con- 
ducted pilots in Limerick, has, I regret to say, left a wife 
and several children to deplore his loss. His fate is the 
saddest of all, two of his sons having alse met 
with a-watery grave—one of them was accidentally 
drowned only a fortnight since. It is,said that the 
elder Mr. Sikes made several attempts to save Doolin, 
but, unhappily without success.

“NEW PLANETS. 


| een eae = 
M. Leverrier, whose fame as the theoretical discoverer 
of the planet Neptune is well known, has written a letter 
of the highest interest to M. Faye, theastronomer, on 
the subject of certain unaccountable discrepancies be- 
tween the observations of the transit of Mercury over 
the dise of the sun and the results of calculation. ‘Tlic 
facts are as tollow:— The theory of the sun having been 
carefully revised, and compared with the results of 9,000 
observations ot that body taken at various observatories, 
the motion of Mercury had in its turn to be revised. 
Now, there are 21 observations of the inner contacts of 
Mercury’s dise with that of the sun, taken within a 
period of 151 years—viz. between 1697 and 1848—and all 
reliable; yet in these transits there appears to be a pro- 
gressive error, which amounts to as much as nine seconds 
of an arc in 1753. Now, can it be supposed, to explain 
such a constantly repeated divergence, that such men as 
Lalande, Cassini, Bouguer, &c , sould have committed 
mistakes amounting 16 several minutes of time, and 
mistukes— progressively varying from one period to an- 
other? This would be absolutely impossible. But there 
is another curious vircumstance—viz., that by increasing 
the secular motion of the perihelion by 38 seconds, all 
the above observations are found to be correct to a 
second, and in some cases even toa half'a second! M. 
Leverrier then proceeds to show, that in orderto explain 
this addition of 38 seconds, we should have. to 
increase the mass attributed to Venus by one- 
tenth of its amount. This mass, caiculated 
to be the 400,000th part of that of the sun, has 
been however found, sy other calculations, rather 
too large, so that increasing it is out of the question. 
lence M. Leverrier concludes that the excess of the 
motion of Mercury’s perihelion must be owing to some 
other cause as yet unknown to us, and this cxuse he sup- 
poses to be either a new planet, or a series of smail 
bodies circulating between the sun and Mercury. M, 
Faye, in communicating this letter to the Academy of 
Sciences, suggested that all the astronomers of Euro 
should now direct their attention to the smallest spots on 
the disc of the sun; in order to disenver whether there 
were among them any minute p'avetary bodies which 
had hitherto escaped observation. Sach bodies had often 
been looked after without sucvess; but this proved no- 
thing, such researches having been made at mere hazard; 
now, however, there were serious grounds for fe- 
peating such attempts, and total eclipses would be the most 
advantageuus periods for observing any minute body in 
the im wediate vicinity of the sun. A totalec-ipse, he 
added, would be visible in Spain and Algeria in July 
next. Suppose an astroiiemer at Campvey, for instance, 
to prepare himself exclusively fur such an observation, 
negiecting everything else relating to the eclipse; if 
a quarter of an hour before thé proper time, he remained 
In a dark room in order to guard his eyes from the 
dazzling influence of the solar reys, whose eflects con- 
tinue for several minutes, and cause vision to be indis- 
tinct ht the devisive moment, ht might, as soon ás the 
eclipse had reached its maximum, observe the heavens 
with the greatest accuracy, ind perhaps discover what 
had hitherto escaped notice under less favourable cir- 
cumstances, .

i The editor Of the Newcastle Daily Chronicle accommáe 
nied Mr. Coxwell in one of his ascents on Monday 
eveni He thus describes his wrial voyage:—“ The 
sensations of the aeronaut ure of the most delig'itful and 
inspiriting character, and must impress with an almost 
devotional feeling, any mind capable of being moved by 
the beauty of nátúre. The calm stillness, the absence 
of the slight@st sense of movement, the bright light, fhe 
pute áir, and the ail. area of vision, make up a 
sain of Pleasure which no pen can possibly describe.

Mr. Coxwell, in the coolest possible manner, aml at

At the meeting of the Evangelical: Alliance, on Fri- 
day last, the Rev. J.H. Titcomb, M. A., Secretary to 
é the Christian Vernacular Education Society for India,”

The Rev. Gentleman said— Thesubject which he had to 
bring before them was a large subject, and he could only 
refer to the section of the work there with which he was 
hi mself connected—the society for giving Christian edu- 
cation in the vernacular languages of India.

Mr. Whelan objected to this item. He said that as the 
duties of the Clerk of the Peace and of the Clerk of the 
Crown were so analogous, the two offices ought to be 
amalgamated. Formerly the payment of the Clerk of 
the Peace rested with the Grand Jury, but it had been 
transferred to the Corporation by the Municipal Bill. 
The Clerk of the Crown was paid by fees, while the 
Clerk of the Peace was receiving a salary of £1,100 a year. 
Formerly the Clerk of the Peace was paid by fees 
also, and from the last return he held in his 
hand, showing what those fees were, it ap- 
peared that they amounted to only about £680. 
It was usual in England, when changes of this sort were 
made, to give a salary to the Clerk of the Peace less 
than what the fees amounted to; and it was to effect a 
saving for the ratepayers that the change was made. 
But in this case the expenditure in question was largely 
increased. He would, therefore, suggest that the offices 
of the Clerk of the Crown and Clerk of the Peace be 
amalgamated, and that the Government be called upon to 
pay one-third of the salary. 

Mr. Tracey observed that at the time the Clerk of the 
Peace was paid by fees, they amounted to £1,500 a year. 

His Lordship said, that so long as the present law 
lasted, they were bound to pass the presentment fixing 
the salary. 

Mr. Codd said his excellent ftiend (Mr. W helan) was 

very incorrectly informed upon the present question. 
The office of Clerk of the Peace was formerly in posses- 
sion of Messrs. Archer and Dickinson; but during the 
viceroyalty of Lord Clarendon Mr. Archer died, and at 
that period the cmoluments of the office amounted to 
£2,500 a year. Mr. Dickinson then claimed the office 
as surviving partner, but the Government, thinking the 
inceme attached to it enormous, or, at all events, too 
much, applied to Mr. Dickinson to know would he wave 
his right to the fees if the salary were fixed at 
£800 a year. Mr. Dickinson consented to take that 
salary, on condition of being allowed £300 additional to 
pay certain officers connected with the discharge of the 
duties of the office.

were such as to warrant the entailing the expense of a 
new officer upon the public. But there was another rea- 

son why this matter should be inquired into. One of 
the last acts of the old Grand Jury was coming to the 

decision that a deputy-governor should never again be 
appointed, and up to the present time the Board of Su- 
perintendence had decided against such appointment. It 
was Only now that it was proposed by that board, and 

it was perfectly legitimate on the part of the Corporation 

to investigate it, and see that the question was not 

cushioned. | 

His Lordship said he had no wish to pursue the mat- 
ter further. As a member of the B of Superinten- 
dance himself, he wished that its acts should be above- 
board, and that strict inquiries should be made into 
them, so that the public should see they were straight- 
forward, and not open toobjection. He was also always 
opposed to having any secrecy in the Corporation. The 
public should always be made acquainted with their 
proceedings. He had merely objected to the re- 
solution in the first instance because he thought that 
it was the intention of Mr. Martin thereby to appoint a 
committee over the Board of Superintendence, which he 
considered would not bea propercourse. In any other 
respect, he saw no objection to the resolution. 

Mr. Codd said, that one of these days they would be 
called upon to decide whether they should vote this 
officer a sum of money or not, and, that being the case, it 
was surely only right that they should then fully under- 
stand what they were voting about. 

Mr. Plunkett said that the act of the Board of Super- 
intendence now under consideration did not amount 
to the creation of a new officer; it was simply giving a 
new name to an old officer. 

Mr. Codd observed that that was one of the circum- 
stances of the case which were to be inquired into. 

Mr. Plunkett—It is certainly not a new office. 

Mr. Codd—The office of deputy governor was 
abolished ; therefore the appointment of one now is the 
creation of a new office. (Cries of “ order, order,” from 
several members.) 

Mr. Plunkett---It was not proposed to make any new 
Office, but only to change the name of the officer from 
first warder to that of deputy-governor. (Confusion.) 

His Lordship observed that it was better to go on with 
the proceedings in order, but he did consider that the 
effect of the resolution would be to appoint a committee 
over another committee. It was not his intention, how- 
evcr, to prevent the inquiry. 

Mr. Codd said it was not competent for the Corpora- 
tion to appoint a committee over the Board of Superin- 
tendence. They were a body independent of the Corpo- 
ration, and in part composed of gentlemen who are not 
members of the Corporation. What, he presumed, Mr. 
Martin intended by his resolution was that the inembers 
of the Corporation, as the representatives of the public, 
should understand what they were voting for when the 
subject of the officer’s salary was brought before them. 

Mr. Martin (Trinity Ward) then entered at consider- 
able length into the circumstances of the appointment 
of Mr. Rollins as chief warder, and his subsequent ap- 
pointment, as deputy-governor, and strongly objected 
to this proceeding. He concluded by moving that a 
committee of five be appointed for making the inquiries 
already alluded to. 

Mr. Codd said that if Mr. Martin would consent to 
leave out the third clauseof his resolution--thatwhich ré- 
lated to inquiring whether the chief warder had over- 
stepped his duty since his appointment---he would 
willingly second it ; and after somc explanatory remarks 
upon the subject by other members, the resolution was 
put by his lordship, and carried. Aldermen Moylan 
and Hudson, the Lord Mayor-elect, and Councillors Gray 
and Martin (‘Trinity Ward), were nominated as the com- 
mittee Adjourned.

An inspection 
af Mr. Ballentine’s scutch mill, at the Waterside Will g 
once attest the great advantages which it wil] confer ‘ 
the flax-growing portion of the district. The mill, 
capable of preparing one ton of flax in twelve hours, ani 
being kept in work both day and night, will give employ. 
ment to about fifty workers. Among the improve. 
ments observable in the machinery is a box in whic 
the fiax is placed, and the ends adjusted previoy 
_to being crushed between the rollers. This provision 
saves portions of the “strick” which would oth. 
wise be lopped off, and increases the yield of the 
flax, which is much greater here than that give 
by the common mills from the rough materia 
The quality is also finer, samples dressed at Mr. Ball.

At a late hour, a few nights ago, the 
sash of one of the windows was driven in with astone 
The inmates were in bed at the time, and had a narror 
escape. They have since considered it prudent tor 
move to a safe part ofthe city. There are also casesin 
which the Protestant occupiers of houses have requested 
that prayer-meetings should be discontinued, lest ther 
should receive vielence. Annoyances of various kinds 
are frequently given to persons engaged in the gool 
work of spreading religion. It is worthy of remark that 
the agents in the system of annoyance are stranger
